It is the ruthless calculated 
speculation of free-world peoples 
and business.

Capitalist System 

One banker has said that in- 
creasingly of late he finds himself 
thinking of the statement by 
Lenin that the capitalist system 
carried within itself the poten- 
tial seeds of its own destruction. 


The speculation is legal. But it 
is utterly irresponsible and, if un- 
checked, it will make the free- 
world currencies vulnerable to a 
massive Communist attack on 
gold. 


Alfred Hayes, president of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, said of the problem of gold 
and c<terling backec currencies: 
“We face the ever-present pos- 
sibility of speculative pressures 
arriving not only from fact, but 
also from mere rumor, which can 
readily induce massive shifts of 
‘hot money’ in search of a safer 
haven.” 


“Hot money” is speculative 
money which shifts, within hours, 
in search of better interest rates. 
In the 1959-60 gold crisis in this 
country, more than $4 billion oi 
the almost $8 billion gold loss was 
in these short-term ‘‘hot money,” 
capital movements. 


Mr. Hayes’ analysis ‘before the 
Joint Economic Committee on 
June 20) defined two major prob- 
lems. They are, as he sees it: 
First, the possibility that short- 
term capital movements ‘‘will 
feed upon themselves and encour- 
age speculative forces which 
could imperil a currency, and, by 
causing disorderly exchange mar- 
kets, c:srupt trade and other fi- 
nancial transactions.’ Second, the 
possibility that such movements 
might ‘‘threaten a_ reduction 
in the liquidity required by a 
country to sustain other trade and 
financial transactions."’ 


Berlin Crisis 


At a time when the Berlin crisis 
is coming toward us with missile- 
like speed, it is essential that 
NATO attain all possible strength 
and unity. 


Yet, speculative pressure on the 
British pound, worsening that 
country’s already critical balance 
of payments problem, may force 
the British to reduce their NATO 
commitments. The French al- 
ready are far behind in meeting 
their pledged obligations. 


If the Russians should mount an 
attack on gold, as they have in 
the oil markets, they could de- 
structively deplete strength at 
about the time of the October 
meeting of the Communist party 
which may coincide with the 
Berlin crisis. 

Representatives of the Federal 
Reserve Board last March attend- 
ed in Basel an executive session 
meeting of the central bank mem- 
bers from XSiurope. No announce- 
ment was made of decisions 
reached. Financial experts with 
an ear to the monetary earth be- 
lieve a following statement by 
Per Jacobsson of the International 
Monetary Fund echoed the private 
agreement. The director declared 
the economic world had been 
plagued by rumors of further cur- 
rency changes. These rumors, he 
said, were baseless.

Okays Kennedy’s Plan 


To Call Up 250,000

WASHINGTON — The Senate gave swift, unani-| #% 
mous approval Friday to two bills by Sen. Richard B. | 
Russell to implement President John F. Kennedy’s call 
for a quick military buildup in the Berlin crisis. 


First, the Senate voted 81 to 0 
{o authorize the Defense depart- 
ment to buy in fiscal 1962 an ex- 
tra $958 million worth of planes, 
missiles and ships. 


Then the Senate proceeded 
promptly to vote 75 to 0 to author- 
ize the President to call up 250,000 
ready reserves for a year’s serv- 
ice. 

BOTH SIDES OF AISLE 

As chairman of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, Georgia’s senior 
senator steered both measures to 
quick and unanimous’ endorse- 
ment on both the Democratic and 
Republican sides of the aisle. 


“Mr. President, in recent com- 
ments Mr. Khrushchev and the 
Soviet ambassador to the United 
States, Mr. Menshikov, have indi- 
cated doubts about the determina- 
tion of the American people to de- 
fend our rights and liberties,” 
Russell told the Senate. 


“If these officials seriously en- 
tertain any such idea and if they 
think we have become so soft we 
will not respond to their reckless 
challenge, they are in for the mis- 
take of their lives and, tragically, 
the lives of countless others,’’ Rus- 
sell solemnly declared. 


NO DESPAIR 


“While there is certainly no 
sense of glee or exhilaration in 
taking these precautionary actions 

. neither should there be any 
despair,’’ he said. 


“‘My own view is that the al- 
most limitless spirit and determi- 
nation of our people is still being 
underestimated. 


‘“‘Approval of these resolutions 
will be another manifestation that 
the American people understand 
the significance of the crisis that 
is being forced upon us and that 
we will respond with all our re- 
sources.”’ 


Meanwhile, over on the House 
side of the Capitol, Russell's 
counterpart, veteran chairman 
Carl Vinson of the House Armed 


Services committee. moved sim- 
ilar legislation toward a_ vote 
early next week. 


Vinson’s committee unanimous- 
ly approved both bills, identical 
to the ones Russell was speeding 
through the Senate. 


Unanimous consent will be 
asked for House passage Monday 
of the resolution permitting the 
call-up of 250,000 ready reserves, 
Vinson said. The bill authorizing 
$958 million worth of aircraft, 
missiles and ships will go to the 
rules committee Tuesday. 


The Senate vote, completing ac- 
tion in the upper chamber on the 
$958 million procurement bill, was 
actually 81 to 0 as Republicans 
and Democrats: alike rallied be- 
hind the President in the Berlin 
crisis. 

There were 19 absentees, but 
18 of these declared their favor- 
able position on the measure.

‘Letting of 45 contracts costing nearly 
13 million dollars launches the biggest 
road repair and resurfacing program in 
the state’s history. During a two-year 
period, 100 million dollars will be spent 
to.put Georgia’s primary road system into 
first-class condition. 


‘It is most gratifying to note that one 
of the first projects is widening and re- 
surfacing the Atlanta-Marietta highway. 
THis four-lane road, long obsolete, is one 
of the most heavily traveled and oné of 
the most dangerous in the state. 

Other heavily congested roads, such as 
those in DeKalb on the state system, also 
should be given top priority. The whole 
program, in fact, should be pushed as 
rapidly as possible. Georgia’s main high- 
ways are among the worst in the nation, 
a sad commentary on state politics and 
a haphazard system of road building and 
maintenance over the years. 

Even now the state has been unable 
to set up a long-range maintenance for- 
mala and plans for future construction. 
We spend about half the money that Flor- 
ida spends on maintenance and far less 
than any of our neighboring states. In 
order to salvage what's left of our deteri- 
orating main highways, the present ad- 
ministration was forced to turn to a 100- 
miflion-dollar bond issue. 

With a new political campaign shap- 
ing up, promises of miles of new paving 
already are being heard. Little or nothing 
is being said about protecting the tax- 
payers’ investment, including the rebuild- 
ing now about to start. 

“One thing is certain. Without an ade- 
quate maintenance formula, another and 
mare costly bond issue will be needed in 
the near future with more interest costs 
to be diverted from current operating 
funds.

Freeman is a forceful speaker and his 
public address today at the Farmers Mar- 
ket in Moultrie will be of deep interest to 
all who have a stake in the future of agri- 
culture. 

The only disappointing thing is that 
his limited timetable will not permit him 
to visit some of the average farms in 
Georgia, see first-hand how they are op- 
erated and hear on-the-spot views of 
their owners.

Diplomats Pushed 
Aside by Generals 


WASHINGTON—The front pages of the Amer- 
ican newspapers these days are full of what we 
call ‘‘gee whiz” headlines. When you open your 
paper in the morning, you are supposed to say 


or the 


“gee whiz,’ 


modern equivalent thereof, and no wonder! The soldiers have taken 
over. Men are being called up. Billions are thrown around like poker 
chips. And there are pictures of generals getting on or getting off 
airplanes and gloomy shots of the President wiping his brow. 


But don’t let this grimness 
throw you, for there is a serious 
distortion in the news which is un- 
fortunate but probably unavoid- 
able: All the military prepara- 
tions for the defense of Berlin are 
being made public and all the dip- 
lomatic planning for the relief of 
the crisis is being kept private. 

For example, Secretary of De- 
fense McNamara went to Capitol 
Hill, convoyed by a battalion of 
generals. What he said about the 
callup was tangible, open and 
dramatic. It dealt with men and 
money and how to live on soup in 
a hole in the ground, and it made 
great big box-car headlines. Gee 
whiz! 

Meanwhile, Secretary of State 
Rusk was having a press confer- 
ence at the State department. 
What about negotiations with the 
Russians on Berlin? We were al- 
ways willing to talk. What were 
we going to talk about? No com- 
ment—and no headlines. 

Nevertheless, there are some 
things worth keeping in mind be- 
sides the soldiers. President Ken- 
nedy not only said he was willing 
to talk to Khrushchev about all 
this, but John J. McCloy, Ken- 
nedy’s disarmament negotiator, 
was actually talking to him at 
Khrushchev’s Black Sea hideaway 


while the President was calling 
out the troops. 

Assistant Secretary of State Foy 
Kohler, who is in charge of the 
State department’s diplomatic 
planning for Berlin, flew to Paris 
Thursday, and Secretary of State 
tusk is going there to talk to the 
British, French and German for- 
eign ministers next week. 

These gentlemen are not gath- 
ering in Paris to make plans for 
war in Germany but to discuss 
ways of avoiding war in Ger- 
many. 

There has been more urgent 
military defense planning around 
here in the last two months than 
diplomatic planning, which is part 
of the trouble. But the President 
has now insisted most emphatic- 
ally on the importance of explor- 
ing every possible honorable for- 
mula for an accommodation now, 
and this phase is beginning to 
take over from the _ military 
phase. 

Thus, though the headlines may 
give the impression that Wash- 
ington is preoccupied with mili- 
tary questions, this is not an ac- 
curate account of the situation. 
There is no panic here, and no 
fatalistic talk of the inevitability 
of war.

Russia Could Take 
The U.S. to Court 


WASHINGTON—If the dispute over West Ber- 
lin shifts from the threat of settlement by armed 
force to diplomatic negotiations conducted in good 
in his right mind hopes it will, one important 


cause could be a proposal President Kennedy made in his speech 
Tuesday night. Though the suggestion was made almost in passing, 
and attracted no headlines or special public comment, it could pro- 
vide Premier Khrushchev with a path from belligerency to negotia- 


tion if he wants one. 

After stressing several times the 
U.S. position that its ‘basic 
rights’ of presence in and access 
to Berlin are rights of conquest— 
derived from our part in the vic- 
tory over Germany in World War 
Il—the President said: “If any- 
one doubts the legality (‘of these 
rights), we are ready to have it 
submitted to adjudication.” 

Since the only existing court 
constituted for such an ‘‘adjudica- 
tion’’ is the Court of International 
Justice at the Hague, on which 
citizens of the U-:S.S.R. have 
served as members, the Presi- 
dent's offer must be taken to 
mean the U.S. is willing to sub- 
mit this issue to that tribunal. 

While some international law- 
yers, including Americans, believe 
U.S. rights of conquest in Berlin 
are confined to the sphere of mili- 
tary presence and supply, and 
that the ingress and egress of 
civilians and civilian goods is sub- 
ject to agreement which any of 
the Allied conquerors of Germany 
can terminate at any time, the 


Premier must be aware that the 
U.S. could cite in court a long line 
of precedents to the contrary. He 
may therefore dismiss the Presi- 
dent's offer as loaded. 


This offer, plus Kennedy’s offer 
of ‘‘readiness to remove any ac- 
tual irritants (to the U.S.S.R. and 
to peace) in West Berlin,” sup- 
plies groundwork for constructive 
negotiation. 

These are the only specific sug- 
gestions that the President made 
in the area of the negotiable. But, 
as noted in this space before, 
there are others which are being 
hopefully discussed in private dip- 
lomatic conversations that would 
effect a desirable exchange. 

Such would be the creation of a 
corridor, under Western control, 
through which military and civil- 
jan goods and transport would 
flow between West Germany and 
West Berlin, in consideration of a 
four-power agreement to make 
permanent the Oder-Neisse boun- 
dary between the Poles and the 
Germans.

This virile campaign for the aboli- 
tion of outdoor advertising isn't 
justified. 

There is plenty of room for 
criticism of certain types of ‘‘bill- 
boards’” — they’re junk. Conver- 
sely, there is a segment of the 
field which is legitimate and 
which is needed, both by the 
industries catering to tourists and 
for information by the motoring 
public. 

Here in Lowndes County (we 
have 32 miles of Interstate 75) 
we are hammering out a zoning 
pian along the Interstate. We are 
setting minimum and maximum 
sizes for outdoor advertising, re- 
quiring a permit for erection, 
limiting the frequency of the units 
and requiring that the lettering 
and colors be attractive, be 
properly maintained, etc. Some- 
thing on this order would be ac- 
ceptable, I think, on a state-wide 
basis. 

Abuses produce regulations — 
and the abuses are apparent. But 
extremists — those who want to 
abolish and those who want un- 
limited use —are to fail. There are 
serious questions of property 
rights. Why, for example, should 
a property owner (I’m one) on 
1-75 be prohibited from leasing a 
location for an attractive sign

I have found here that most 
property owners are civic-minded 
and will cooperate, but they will 
not be coerced.

Simple Loyalties 


Slice Confusion 


_ The Christian Gospel is designed to. help us 
live. But because life today is so fantastically 
complicated, we are not inclined to believe the 


Gospel can help. We are all faced with so many different kinds of 
responsibilities. Each of us gets up in the morning with 1,000 things 
to do. One-half of them are not related to each other. 


We are victims of different 
moral demands. As individuals 
we are taught that certain con- 
duct is right. Then we move out 
into the social world. Here we 
often find that those things which 
we are taught were not right, are 
accepted. We are confused with 
it all. We find ourselves going 
along with the social order, but 
the net result inside is a_ split 
conscience. 

Nearly all of us are guilty of 
assuming that bigness is the great 
thing. We get involved in the wor- 
ship of bigness. We pretend—at 
least—that it is right. But inside 
we are quite frantic. We can’t 
handle the bigness. We realize we 
don’t matter in bigness; the per- 
sonal concern has been squeezed 
out of it except in vocabulary. 

Every generation feels it is a 
peculiar generation insofar as 
trouble is concerned, and so many 
of us are inclined to dismiss 
Christ because we feel He lived 
in a very uncomplicated age. That 
is not true. The Roman world 


was difficult, more difficult than 


ours. It was a regimented world 
~—more. regimented than ours. 
Business then was as complicated 
as it is now, and the social prob- 
lems then make our social prob- 
lems look pale. 


Jesus came along doing very 
simple things. I don’t think He 
did anything “important” in His 


life, from the world’s viewpoint. 
There was not anything compli- 
cated about His life and the very 
simplicity of it made it—then and 
now—so terribly hard to believe. 

There are two simple loyalties 
in this complicated world that 
will give us security and rest. 
They will not assure us an easy 
life but they will give us a confi- 
dence at the heart of our lives. 

1, Simple loyalty to worship. 
God made us for Himself. One 
reason we get so nervous today is 
we don’t take time to worship our 
Father. We can’t be physically 
strong without taking food and 
we can’t live secure within our 
own souls without worshiping 
God, 

2. Simple loyalty to love. There 
is the simple loyalty of Christian 
love that binds men, women and 
children together in the home and 
in the world. Life is complicated 
by our failure to be loyal to love. 
From giving and receiving love, 
life gives and receives strength 
found nowhere else. If you are 
loyal to love, you are going. to 
find life a little less complicated. 
Love does not mean going around 
romantically loving everybody. It 
does mean that you at least seek 
the welfare of everyone. 

If your life is complicated, start 
concentrating on the simple things 
that count. And a good time to 
start is this morning.

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Bishop Smith Ends | 
A Busy First Year

The Methodist bishop’s taste in office decor may 
make the most eccentric interior decorator wince. 


But the bold-patterned red, yellow and black draperies brought 
from Panama and the toy piggy cook that flips ham and eggs on 
the broad desk has lightened the burdens of the day for many a 
visitor. 

200 SPEECHES 


Bishop John Owen Smith has served his first year as a bishop 
in the largest Protestant church in the United States. He has 
overseen the work of Georgia Methodism, traveling to all parts 
of the state, making over 200 speeches to both big and little 
gatherings. 


Though his office decor has met with criticism from an in- 
terior decorator who didn’t think it appropriate for a bishop, it 
reflects the personality of its occupant—a warm, ‘happy optimist 
who isn’t afraid to state his convictions, tackle a job or be an 
individualist. 

“TI hit the ground running and I’ve never stopped,"’ the bishop 
said. ‘‘I do what I’m asked to do and let the apples fall where 
they may. I guess you might call that my philosophy on life.’’ 


Leaning back in a leather swivel chair, he talked about the 
future of his church in Georgia and the South, Christianity in a 
troubled world, and possible church mergers. 


STRONGHOLD IN GEORGIA 


“I believe the stronghold of Methodism is here in Georgia 
if the Church would rise to its full strength. There’s the histori- 
cal background of the Church entrenched in St: Simons Island 
(where John and Charles Wesley began Methodism). The Church 
has three large hospitals in the state and 10 colleges and semi- 
naries—the largest number of higher education facilities in Meth- 
odism in 50 states. The power is here,”’ Bishop Smith said. 


“We need to build a great number of new churches. A sur- 
vey shows the need for 64 new churches in the next 10 years in 
Atlanta alone. Some 160 to 175 new ones are needed in the state 
within the next 10 years.” 


Toying with his glasses and a pile of papers on his desk he 
commented: ‘I don’t want my Church to do anything foolish. 
I want us to demonstrate in the Deep South what good people 
and intelligent people can do in the area of social concerns—in 
race, in world peace and whatever else effects people. 


BIG ISSUES—BIG PEOPLE 
“IT believe big issues have to be handled by big people. 
cammon sense and Christianity will settle any issue.” 
About Methodism in general, Bishop Smith said the Church 
has failed to follow people like it used to follow them. 


“The Methodist Church has put emphasis on training and 
education in recent years. But during this time of training and 
education stress we have deliberately lost the uneducated and 
uncultured: people.”’ 


Prayer, 


Talks of an ecumenical movement have been going on for 
years, but the rumblings for denominational mergers have been 
growing stronger in recent years. And Bishop Smith favors some 
mergers. 


“I think inevitably we need some mergers. There are too 


many denominations out for the same thing. 


LITTLE AT A TIME 


“‘Here’s where I think we ought to start,"’ he continued. Draw- 
ing a street corner on his desk with his finger, he said, “‘I think 
it should start on the local level where there’s a Lutheran, Bap- 
tist, Methodist and Presbyterian church across the street from 
each other. We should merge just a little at a time locally, 
where needed.” 


He thought for a moment about the problems in the world 
facing the Church téday and then said, ‘‘They’re about the same, 
only we have new names for them.”’ 


The bishop said, ‘‘Many intelligent people think the Church is 
only for singing a song and saying a prayer. We are discovering 
man’s inner problem is greater than his outer problem or pres- 
sure. It’s not the viciousness of Khrushchev, but the sheepish- 
ness of sheep that will get America. 


“J maintain this world's got to make up its mind whether 
‘it’s going to ride, fly, spend itself to death and go hip-hip-hurray 
and blow itself to pieces, or get adjusted to something basic that 
will be conducive to a peaceful situation.” 


RELUCTANT STANDS 


Bishop Smith said that too often people take the attitude that 
they don’t want to ‘‘monkey with’’ anything that can’t be whipped 
with bullets and dollars. 


The native South Carolinian believes the question of race 
and skin color is going to have to be rethought. ‘‘Not on the 
basis of skin color, but on merit and justice. I think the Church 
can help here.” 


Bishop Smith said the thought of someday being a bishop in 
the Church never crossed his mind. But now that he has the 
high office he’s still running hard. His appointment book is filled 
through next spring. And the apples are falling where they may.

Early finisher Wall had played 
only three holes in the rain, and the 
_ Majority of his comrades were 
, anchored far back. No one appeared 
likely to close the gap on Wall, other 
than Johnny Pott, who had fired a 
sizzling 68 to pull within two strokes. 


While Wall was keeping a keen 
eye on the weather, Sam Snead and 
Dr. Cary Middlecoff sloshed into the 
dressing quarters. 


‘Two mallards were swimming right in the middle of the 15th 
green,’ Snead reported, ‘‘and someone was casting on No. 16.” 


“Will they be able to finish it?’’ someone asked. 


*‘Middlecoff hopes not,”’ replied smiling Sambo. ‘“‘The Doc 
is eight over me. I’m two over. Maybe they ought to call off 
the whole thing and divide up the money. Those fairways are 
the worst in the history of any tournament.”’ 


“They'll suspend you, Sam, for talking like that,” said a PGA 
associate. 


“It wouldn’t be the first time,” said Snead. ‘‘Hey, Doc, they 
said get back on the tee.” Ironically, the Cubs and Reds were 
playing baseball 25 miles away at Wrigley Field.

When the official announcement was made Wall slowly put 
the head covers on his clubs, looked around the room and said, 
“Weill .. . all I can say is I'll be here tomorrow.”’ 


Wall has a prodigious consolation. He's still the leader and 
he’s again shooting the brand of golf which carried him to the 
top in 1959. 


Jay Hebert and Ernie Vossler, a stroke back on opening day, 
barely got their feet wet Friday. Hebert parred the first hole and 
was en route to No. 2 when the end came. Vossler was one over 
after two. 


Pre-tourney favorite Arnold Palmer, who soared to 73 Thurs- 
day, and Gary Player, who shot 72, were among the group observ- 
ing complete holidays. But the fact that the tall grass in the 
fairways will now grow taller did not appeal to these two gents 
who had lodged strong protests over the course condition Thursday.

—Farrell Recalls Open Playoff Against Jones 


And speaking of yesteryear, Johnny Farrell was among the 
delegation in the clubhouse awaiting a weather report. Strolling 
around the Olympia course and watching his son, Bill, play in the 
PGA stirs nostalgic memories for this man. 


For it was on this same site that Farrell edged Bob Jones 
by one stroke in a play-off to win the 1928 National Open. 


“What a golfer he was,”’ Farrell said. ‘‘He was great with the 
woods, good with the irons, a fine putter, terrific competitor and 
that’s about all there is to it. It’s all there in the records .. . the 
Grand Slam... winning the Open four times and losing two 
other play-offs, but these younger fellows just don't realize what a 
golfer he was. 


“And he was just as great a sportsman,’ Farrell continued. 
“‘He never talked you out of anything. He beat you playing golf, 
and he beat all of us. I remember clearly what he said walking to 
the 16th hole in the play-off. We were still even after 32 holes and 
Jones said, ‘Someone has to win this thing.’ 


“Well, I got a one-stroke lead on 16. For the first time I 
thought I had it-won at 17. I had made a birdie and he was 
30 feet away. He made the putt for a birdie, and we both 
birdied the 18th. Making that 30-foot putt under such tre- 
mendous pressure. That’s the type of player he was. He was 
a spectacular player, and did the gallery love him. 


- “Tt got so bad during the play-off that he had to let me hole 
out first. Otherwise when he completed a hole, the entire gallery 
followed him and left me trying to putt. I'd been having a pretty 
good year. I'd won eight straight tournaments in 1927, but they 
all wanted to see Jones.

This is a tribute to the wildlife ranger, game warden, conser- 
vation officer, or by whatever name he is known in the region 
where he happens to be assigned. This is especially in appreciation 
of the guy who is devoted to his job, and spends 
long hours above and beyond the call of duty 
when the furred and feathered creatures on his 
beat are in danger. 


| Most officers of the law work in pairs or 
f= teams: the game ranger usually works alone. 
* He probes the distant, isolated places—one man 

| against the unscrupulous gangs of game outlaws. 
= Sometimes he’s left on the mud bank of a slouth, 
face down and with a bullet in his back. Game 
thieves have no more principles than thieves 
of any other species.

To the rangers, wardens and officers who 
spend their hours politicking around a county 
courthouse. or confine their activity to riding the less bumpy roads, 
listening to the radio, or running errands for the department bosses, 
this does not apply. 


The conscientious fellow who has selected the protection of 
the wilderness creatures as his life work, chose a_ profession 
as rough as any I know. There is no such thing as a 40-hour week— 
often he'll work that long within a pair of days, under con- 
ditions which would paralyze an ordinary fellow like you or me. 
He’ll lay on the frozen top of a mountain, or in a mosquito-infested 
swamp, to apprehend the criminal who is jack-lighting deer or 
dynamiting fish. To single-handedly face a thug or gang of thugs 
in their own territory, takes a brand of courage all its own.

He's the good-natured butt of jokes by honest sportsmen, and 


when he goofs as he sometimes does, he’s the first to tell the story 
on himself. From a ranger came the original story—repeated 
now as a firsthand experience in many places—of coming un- 
expectedly on two guys hunting rabbits. The officer asked to 
see their licenses. One of the gunners took off on a dead run and 
after a lengthy chase, the officer caught him. Whereupon, he 
promptly produced his hunting license.

There’s never a dull moment 
for these active campaigners.

Another day may find them 
out of the office handing out

Why did they volunteer? The 
main reason seems to be to 
learn more about governmental 
operation. 


“I thought this would be a 
wonderful chance to make new 
friends as well as get some ex- 
perience in a political cam- 
paign,’’ said Eleanor Westbrook, 
recent Westminster graduate 
who plans to attend Furman 
University. ‘‘I’m learning more 
about how state and city gov- 
ernment is run, too.”’ 


“A political course in college 
aroused my interest in politics 
for the first time,”’ said Susan 
Stalker, who has just completed 
her freshman year at Hollins 
College.

Insults Pass 
For Humor 


With Youth 


NEW YORK (WNS)—“Tm 
developing an attachment for 
you—and it fits right over 
your mouth!” 


“I live by the cliff—drop 
over sometimes!" 


If you think those remarks 
are insulting, you're wrong. 
They're friendly. Well, sort 
of. At least, they’re friendly 
if you're a teen-ager because 
the humor of insult has taken 
hold among young people like 
crazy, man. And it’s the hu- 
mor that counts really, not 
the insult. 

This highly personalized 
form of kidding around is not 
regional humor either. Here 
are some of the wildest ex- 
amples, reported by Date- 
book Magazine correspond- 
ents all over the nation: 


LOUISVILLE: ‘I’m sorry 
I made you cry—but your 
face is cleaner now!” 


This reversion-to-childhood 
insult is typical of a whole 
series of such humor. For ex- 
ample: 


“Go make mudpies in the 
quicksand!"’ 
“Go play in the traffic!” 


“Act your age and not your 
1.” 

SAN FRANCISCO: ‘“Dar- 
ling, let me say the three lit- 
tle words that will make you 
walk on air: Go hang your- 
self!’’ 


WATERLOO, IOWA: “The 
last time I saw a face like 
yours, Tarzan was feeding it 
bananas.” 


This type of insult, based 
on personal appearance, is 
probably the most common in 
circulation these days. You're 
bound to hear: 

“I love your new hairdo—I 
never realized steel wool 
could be so becoming.” 

“Some are born beautiful, 
some are born smart. Hello 
two-time loser!”’ 

You've got a hole in your 
head—but that’s beside the 
point.” 


Sunning has attained such 
popularity among teen-agers 
that you can practically sepa- 
rate the ‘‘in’’ teens from those 
who are ‘“‘out’’ by the degree 
of toast color that they have 
achieved. 


What many teens do not real- 
ize is that they may be doing 
themselves a lot of harm during 
those long hours under beaming 
rays. And quite often the trouble 
stems not from the length of 
time under the sun but from 
the wavy the baking is done. 


SKIN ABUSE 
Mrs. Susan Stringer, a consult- 


ant in the field of beauty, sug- 
gests certain precautions. 


“Don't abuse your skin in 
quest of a suntan. Gradual tan- 
ning of no more than 15 minutes 
a day in the sun is the best way 
to a beautiful full tan. But even 
then, your skin needs the pro- 
tection of a sun preparation that 
lubricates as well as helps you 
tan. And be sure ft is a prepara- 
tion that won't lose its effec- 
tiveness in the water.” 


An Atlanta dermatologist 
agrees with Mrs. _ Stringer’s 
statements, speaking from a 
health point of view. 


“Under no conditions should 
you allow your skin to burn. 
For a person of normal colored 
complexion, the best way to 
acquire a tan with the least 
possibility of damage to your 
skin takes time.” 


“By this, I mean,” explained 
the doctor, ‘“‘begin in mid-May 
by spending short periods of 
time out in the sum | suggest 
that a person spend only 15 
minutes in the sun the first day. 
Increase this time by five min- 
utes every day for two weeks. 
By that time a person can toler- 
ate several hours of sunshine at 
one time.” 


“SUN SCREEN AGENTS” 


The dermatologist also 
stressed the importance of what 
he called ‘‘sun screen agents.” 
In explanation, he said that not 
only the suntan lotions but even 
a piece of paper, sheeting or 
towel could serve as an ef- 
fective screening device. But, 
he quickly added, not all sun- 
tan lotions on the market are 
safe protection. He particular- 
ly advised against home reme- 
dies. 

“Using screening agents is 
just like having brakes on an 
automobile. They filter out 
sun rays so that tanning goes 
more slowly. 


“If a suntan lotion is being 
used though, remember that it 
must be reapplied every one to 
two hours to insure maximum 


effectiveness,””’ he reminded. 


Actually, from a health stand- 
point, the dermatologist does 
not recommend intensive sun- 
ning. ‘The sun is not particular- 
lv healthy,”’ he said. “It is an 
enemy rather than a friend to 
the skin and body mechanisms. 
We would do well to protect 
ourselves almost to the maxi- 
mum extent against the sun. 


“People who sun constantly 
are doing their skin a great 
injustice,” he continued. “It 
causes the skin to become 
weather-heaten and dried out 
and it will wrinkle more. 


“The Southern belle was 
admired for her lily-white com- 
plexion, which she _ protected 
with parasols and long dresses. 
Women in England today don't 
show their age by their skin 
as early as American women 
do because smoke, smog and 
fog protect them from the sun.” 


The doctor added that many 
skin cancers are directly re- 
lated to prolonged exposure to 
the sun over a period of years. 
“Individuals who freckle or 
burn easily are particularly sus- 
ceptible,” he warned. 


So, teens, that tan that looks 
so sharp today may bring you 
trouble in the future, if you don't 
learn the secret of sunning with 
discretion now.

After entertaining the women’s press corps 
at a luncheon (for the first time in the East 
Room), Jackie got up and made a welcoming 
speech, thanked the girls for boosting her fine 
arts movement and then—what courage!—invit- 
ed all those who wished to stick around and 
EXPLORE the White House afterward. What 
woman would turn down such a delicious invita- 
tion? 


So comfortable did she make these sometimes 
hardened, super-critical pen-pushers that when 
Mrs. Kennedy had left the room and the luncheon 
was officially over, they (let’s face it, ALL of 
us) grabbed up sprays of lily of the valley on 
the luncheon tables to take home as souvenirs.
